Tne Act having thus declared who fhould be incap- 
able of being eleéted, provides in the next Place, in 
what Manner others who are not within the Defeription 
of this Claufe, fhall be capable of fitting in the Houie 
of Commons: And accordingly it is, 

‘ Provipep always, that if any Perfon being chofen 
‘ a Member of the Houfe of Commons, fhall, at any 
Time after the Diflolution or Determination of the 
prefent Parliament, accept of any Office of Profit 
from the Crown, during fuch Time as he fhall con- 
tinue a Member, his Ele€tion fhall be, and is hereby 
declared to be void, and anew Writ fhall iflue for 
a new Election, as if {uch Perfon was naturally dead: 
Provided neverthelefs, thatduch Perfon thall be cap- 
able of being elected, as ifhis Place had not become 
void as aforeiaid. Provided alfo, and be it Enacted, 
that, in order to prevent for the future too great a 
Number of Commiffoners to be appointed or conitituted 
for the executing of any Office, no greater 
Number of Commiilioners thal] be made or conttituted 
‘ for the Execution of any Offices, than have been em- 
‘ ployed in the Execution of fuch refpeétive Offges at 
‘ fome time before the Firkt Day of this prefent Sef- 
‘ fion of Parliament.’ 

Ir ought to be obferved, to the Honour of thofe 
who framed this Act, that there never was a Law of 
greater Equity and Juftice; for on the Face of it that 
equal and undeniable Principle is eftablifhed, which had, 
on the former Occafion, been fo fcandaloufly evaded. 
Whatever Reftraint or Limitation could be requifite 
under a future Succeffion, muft be as highly expedient 
under any immediate Reign; and therefore fuch Incapa- 
cities on Officers under the Crown, as were declared 
by this Law, were to operate as well before as after the 
Proteftant Succeffion fhould take Effect in thefe King- 
doms. 

Bisuop Burnet relates, that thofe who were moft 
preffing for fuch Difabilities of Officers, did not defire 
this Law fhould take Place till after the Proteftant Suc- 
ceffion ; but he fays, that the Miniflers, of whom the 
Lord Trea/urer Godolphin, and the Duke of Marlborough 
were Chief, of their own free Confent, eftablifhed the 
Law in this Manner, that no Kind of Jealoufy might 
be kept up againit them ; which was a Declaration, 
that thofe great Men knew the Defign of the Party in 
tacking Incapacities to the Settlement of the Succef- 
fion, to be the fame with what Lockhart hath mention- 
ed, namely, the clogging the Monarch, and making 
the bef ofa BaD BaRGaIN. 

As therefore, in Contradiftion to the Party who 
propofed thefe difabling Statutes, with evil Intentions to 
the Proteftant Succeffion, the Integrity of that Admin- 
ftration, and the Wifdom of Parliament prevailed, and 
reconciled the Law to common Senfe and Juttice ; they 
likewife proceeded with that happy Moderation which 
preferved the Rights of the People, yet bounded the 
Growth of Power in the Crown. 

For having declared what particular Officers in the 
Service of the Crown fhould, for the future, be incap- 
able of reprefenting the People, they then left the Bulk 
of Officers in the Service of the Publick, to the free Op- 
tion of the People, who might chufe them as they ap- 
peared to be Men of Fortunes and Characters in their 
refpeétive Countries ; or might refufe them, if they 
accepted Employments contrary to the Senfe of their 
Eleétors. 

Tus Law had the Merit of fixing and bounding the 
Conftitution ; for it declared a// mew Officers incapable 
of being chofen ; it afcertained the Number and Na- 
ture of thofe Officers who fhould continue capable ; it 
reftrained the Increafe, not only of Commifhons but of 
Commiffioners in ancient eftablifhed Offices ; and it 
left the People themfelves to judge of the Worth and 
Integrity of fuch Perfons as fhould be employed by the 
Crown after having been chofen to fit in Parliament. 
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Tits Law therefore was grounded upon a Principle, 
a fundamental and conffitutional Principle, that publick 
Officers in general ought not to be excluded from fitting in 
Parliament, if the People thought proper to chufe them, 
and that the Bulk and Weight of publick Officers ought to 
be capable of hitting in Parliament.

Bur in Confideration that a long continued War 
had encreafed the Number of Officers.in all the Branches 
of the Publickpervice, fome Reftraint feemed neceflary, 
and fome Incapacities juft; for which Reafon fuch 
Officers as were of Modern Inftitution, and fuch as at 
any Time afterwards: fhould be created, were declared 
incapabie of taking the Benefit of the ansient Conftitu- 
tion, and were excluded from Seats in the Houle of 
Commons, no* merely as Officers, but as new Officers, 
that certain Limits amight’ be affigned to fuch 
Creations, and that the People might not be aggrieved 
by the Multiplication of Employments. 

To this was added, the Difability of fuch Officers, 
as had not been difabled by former Laws, on Account 
of their being immediately employ’d in col/ePing Taxes 
on the People. And under thefe two Heads of Tax 
Officers or New Officers, may be reduced all or mott of 
the Officers made incapable of Reprefenting the People 
fince the Revolution ; for I know of few others, ex- 
cept the Lords of Seffion, and Barons of the Exchequer in 
Scotland, who were difabled by a very late A&, on 
account of the Diitance of thofé Courts from the Re- 
fidence of the Parliament, which might one Day occa- 
fion a Failure of Juitice in Scotland, if the Judges at- 
tended in London. 

Arrer this the whole Kingdom acquiefced in fuch 
Limitations as this Law had declared. They {aw it 
was not in the Power of the Crown t encreaje the 
Number of Officers in the Houfe of Commons, and 
were thereby fecured from the Grievance of havin 
news Offices invented. ‘They faw the whole Body of 
Officers employ’d in the raifing of Taxes, were excluded 
from fitting in that Houfe. For the reit, they were 
perfectly fatisfied, that the Navy, the Army, and the Ad- 
minifiration of Affairs, thould be in the Hands of their 
own Reprefentatives. : 

{r happened however, that the Spirit of the Tories 
was once more brought toa Trial. In the xisth Year 
of the fame Reign, when this Fattion triumphed in the 
Fullnefs of Power, their Adverfaries ju/t/y retaliated 
their own difabling Propofition, and moved for a Pill to 
fecure the Freedom of Parliaments, by limiting the Number 
of Officers in the Houfe of Commons. 

I v{will be rehearied by Potterity, with equal Wonder 
and Indignation, that this Faction, which had been the 
Fathers of fuch Difabling Laws, under the Pretence of 
reitraaning the undue Influence of the Crewn, had the 
fhamelefs Front to oppoie them in their own Time of 
Power, and that when this Bill was thus promoted, 
under a ‘Tory Adminiffration, they exerted all their 
Might to qualify it with a Clau/e, that it thould not 
take Place till after the Proreftant Succeffion. 

Bisuor Burner imputes the Demand for this 
Bull atthat Time (for the spirit of paffing it was almoft 
irrefiftible in the Houfe of Lord) to the great Provo- 
cations of that Miniftry, and to the barefaced Violation 
of the Liberties of Parliament, by making Twetve 
Pezrs in ONE Day, vo over-power the Majority 
of the Houfe of Lords, whilft the Corruption of the 
Court Party was fo flagrant, and their Iniquities fo 
enormous, that the Mercenaries of that Adminiftration, 
had not only flanding Penfions, but (as he tells us) 
Bribes for every fingle V ote. 

i might here demand of the Autuor of the Diffr- 
tation on Parties, where was He in that Seafon, and 
how were his Talents employ’d ? Had He any Fears in 
thofe Days of the Danger to our Conffitution, from the 
Corruption of Courts; any Zeal for Limitatiens of 
this Sort, to check the Power of the Crown; or any 
good Opinion of the Projects that were then offered to 
this Purpofe? If he had not, the Confequence unde- 
niably follows, that his /ate Endeavours to enflame 
Mankind on this Head, are as certain Evidences of his 
Infincerity and Want of Moral Honefty, as they un- 
doubtedly are of his monftrous Ingratitude and Difaf- 
feétion to the Government of his Country. 

From this Review of Hiftory, from the Law and 
Ufage of Parliaments in all Ages, till the late Revo- 
lution, from the Nature of the Times and Faétions 
which have fucceeded that memorable Ara, from the 
‘Views and Tendency of the Di/abling Aéts which ob- 
tained in thofe Times, and from the Nature and Ex- 
tent of the Difabling Aéts, which are at prefent in 
Force ; we are now to judge of the important Queflion, 
Whether the Number of Officers in the Houfe of Commons is 
not already Safiiciently limited; and whether we ought 
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‘to remain fatisfy’d with the Laws in Leng, e'pe- 
: ing that the Act under which we are go- 
“Ba Point before us, had twice the folemn 


= Sandia of Parliament and was a fecord ‘Imne enacted 


by the t, which fate-afier the Union of both 


' Kingdoms, that the Operation of it might not be con- 


fined to one Part of Great Britain only ; and accord- 
ingly it pafled both Houfes, and had the Royal Affient 
in tne Sixth Year of the Queen. 

Twexe is nothing can beconfider'd as a more effen- 
tial Part of our Settlement, than this Law under which 
the Proteflant Succeffion took Place, and happily be- 
came eftablifhed. It may be quettioned, whether this 


- Eftablifhment could ever have been effected, had the 


Difabling Claufle of the AS of Settlement continued 
waaay Had the hente of Commons, in the Fir/f 
Year of the late King, been totally difabled to have fup- 
ported the Government by the Service of their Members 
sn all-the Offices, 1 know not what the Fate of the 
Government might have been, when it would have 
been deprived of the Perfonal Service of thofe, who 


had moit Weight and Credit to ferve it, and who being 


re{pected as. Gentlemen of the bett Families and For- 
tunes, made the Authority which they exercifed, and 
the Offices which they dilcharged, more obeyed and 
refpected, than if either had» been in the Hands of 
Perfons lefs worthy, recommended to the People. 

Ir will be the natural and the warrantable Am- 
bition of the def Gentlemen in this Country, to repre- 
fent the People, and to execute the Publick Offices. 
If thefe Trutts are at any Time divided ; and if Perfons 
who execute the one, are made incapable of the other 5 
the Misfortune will be, that the Weight of Families 
and Fortunes will entirely fall into one Scale or the 
other ; and either the Howfe of Commons mult be un- 
worthily compofed, or all the Employments of the 
Publick mutt be wrworthily fupply d. 

le the Commons are incapable of adminiltring any 
Office of the Government, it muft then naturally fall 
into the Hands of the Nobility: And the Weight of 
Power wilh be fo great in the Hands of the Lords, 
thatthis alone muft deitroy the Liberty of the Con- 
ftitution. 

[vy the Lords and Commons are equally difabled to 
hold Employments in the State, the Weight of Power 
will thea fall into the Hands of a separate Party, and 
will create a separate Intereit, which will always be 
attended with infinite Mifchiefs, and may probably 
terminate in the Deitruétion of the Liberties of Par- 
liament. 

Wnitst Gentlemen of great Eftates and Intereft in 
the Countries of England thall, by reafon of their 
Credit and Weight in their Countries, be the only 
Perions thought capable of holdmg Employments in 
the State, the Power of Employments will not be 
direéted to hurt the Liberties of the People ; becaufe 
the Gentlemen who difcharge them are intereited in the 
moit faithful Execution of them. 

Bur if ever Gentlemen of fuch Eftates and Intereft 
with the People, fhall be the on/y Men in England in- 
capable of holding Publick Employments, all the 
Otices mull be filled with others, who wil! have a lefs 
Concern in the Liberty or Happinefs of their Country, 
ani mull be more eafily drawn into Meafures againft 
that common Interefl, wm which their own Share is fo 
much leis confiderable. 

[x will not anfwer this Argument, to fay that 
there is no Defign to make Gentlemen of the Houfe 
of Commons incapable of a/l Empleyments. If the 
Propofition is to make them incapable of the greateft 
Number of Employments, it will be the fame Grievance ; 
it will deprive the Hou/e of Commons of its Weight in 
the Government of this Country. 

‘Tue Liberties of England were always preferved by 
the Weight of the Houle of Commons. But this 
Weight was not in all Ages the fame, and therefore 
their Libernes were not always the fame. Before the 
Union of the Houles of York and Lancafer, the Lords 
and Ciergy fhared the Lands of Exgland between them; 
the Commons, though they were a Branch of the 
Legiflature,. had the leaf Share of the Legillative 
Power; but their Share of Power encreafed as the 
Lands of the Nobility and of the Clergy diminithed. 
The Reign of Herr the Sewenth gained them a great 
Advantage of the Lordi, and the Reign of Henry the 
Eighth deilroyed the Ty: inny of the Church. : 

Ix was theretore in Queen Esizabcth’s Reign that the 
Lasds oy England appeared to be juitly balanced ; but 
here again the Commons were weighed down, by the 
conitane Meaiure of her Keign, in trulling the whole 
Authority of the Government in the Hands of the 
Lords. She called them to her Council, where they 
exercifed even Legiflative Power. She called them to 
the _ourt of Star Chamber, where they enforced by 
Pillory, Fine, and imprifonment, the Laws which they 
had iilued from the Council Beard in the Form of 
Procamations, hey were traited inal! Offices. rhey

War the Weight of Land anciently was, the 
Weight of Employments mutt be ; and let it be thrown 
into any Scale whatfoever, it will ftill weigh down the 
Scale which it oppofes. Make any two Parties equal 
in Lands, yet add Employments to one of them, it 
will. not be a Moment’s Doubt which of the Two 1s 
ftrongeft.. And as an Houfe of Commons, whofe Mem- 
bers are trated with the Publick Offices, muft have 
greater Weight than an Hou/e of Commons without them: 
So that Howfe of Parliament, which thall be difabled to 
hold Employments, will foon be made fenfible of its 
Weakne(s, ‘by the fuperior Strength of that Hou/e 
which fhall retain them. 

As an Houfe of Commons, whofe Members are 
trufledwith Employments will be ftrongeft, fo the Em- 
ployments trufted in fuch Hands, will be fafeft to the 
Publick. Give Offices to a Body of Men poflefling 
Property, the natural Regard for the Prefervation of 
their Property will oblige them to a faithful Difcharge 
of their ‘fruft: But give the fame Offices to Men lefs 
interefted in the faithful Difcharge of this ‘Truft; "tus 
eafy to fee, that when they are without the Oblizaton, 
they will foon be without the Virtue of a faithful 
Behaviour. 

Come then to the other Enforcement of Fidelity in 
the Service of the Publick ; the Power of a Parliament 
to punifh thofe who are wanting in Duty. And can it 
be thought that an Houfe of Commons, which hath 
loft fo much of its Weight, will obtain more Juttice for 
the Publick, or render more Service to their Country, 
when they are to contend with a /efarate Intere/t, 
velted with /éparate Power? Was not this very Cafe 
their Condition once with Regard to the Church? And 
did they not find the Clergy fo ftrong by their Weight 
of publick Employments, that the Parliament Roll of the 
25th of Edward U1. [Palm 22. Num 15.] contains 
the Petition, both of the Lords and the Commons, pray- 
ing, that the principal Offices of the Kingdom might 
thenceforth be executed by the Laity. 

Consiper therefore that Power is of the fame Na- 
ture, and hath the fame Effe&ts where-ever it fhall be 
trufled. What the Clergy were to the Laity, one 
Houle of Parliament would be to the other, were ei- 
ther of them made incapable of holding publick Em- 
ployments. And as formidable would be any other 
Lody of Men, if the whole Parliament difabled itfelf, 
and thereby a /eparate Power fhould rife in the State. 

ALLow me now to affirm, that England mutt truft 
itfelf ~ an Engl Houfe of Commens, and that we have 
no other Means of Prefervation. ‘To that great Affem- 
bly mutt be referred the making of Laws; and to the 
Members thereof muft be committed the executino 0 

them. Butif ever this Share of the Government is 
taken from that Houfe, and the publick Employments 
are trufted with Men lefs able, or lefs intereiled to dif. 
charge them with Reputation and Fidelity, the greater 
Proportion of their Power is loft, and what the de- 
prive themfelves them of, will ftand in Obftru&tion to 
what they itil retain. 

‘ne Objection of Dependence on the Crown ari- 
fing from Tufts of this Nature, is invidious, and is 
not true ; for a Gentleman of One thoufand Pounds per 
Annum in bis own Right, will never lefien the Security 
of his Eftate on any Confideration, even of double the 
Sum enjoyed trom Year to Year by Favour. He may
